“There is no doubt that sen- 
timent is very strong in the 
- Senate for a substantial re- 
; duction in U.S. forces sta- 
■ tioned in Europe,” he said. 

Mansfield called for a cut- 
back in the number of U.S. 
troops in Europe. 

He said he favors a two-

The Senate overrode the 
objections of both Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield (D- 
Mont.) and Eepublican leader 
Everett M. Dirksen (111.) and 
voted 55-37 to cut the military 
program to $792 million. The 
Senate Foreign Eelations Com- 
mittee bad already cut $25 
million from the President’s 
$917-million request for next 
year. 

Opposed by Fulhright 

Foreign Eelations Commit- 
tee Chairman J. William Ful- 
bright (D-Ark.), the floor man- 
ager for the biU, was one of 
the seven Democrats who 
voted against the mibtaiy 
assistance request. 

The cut marked the first 
time in Senate memory that 
the foreign military assistance 
program has been significantly 



stage withdrawal: first, the re- 
turn of the 75,000 American 
soldiers and dependents sta- 
tioned in France; and, second, 
“an over-all ten percent re- 
duction of U.S. troop strength 
in Germany and elsewhere on 
the West European continent.” 
Mansfield reiterated his 
long*eld belief that “one or 
two Ameiicain divisions” in ' 
Europe would be just as ef- 
fective a proof of American 
commitment to defend 
Europe as the six divisions 
currently stationed there. 

Mansfield accused “some 
allied nations an Europe” of 
operating on a “double stand- 
ard” since they reduced their 
own NATO commitments but 
criticize the United States for 
allegedly being unwilling to 
maintain its own European 
commitments. 

Asked about Mansfield’s 
statement, a Pentagon spokes- 
man said that no major troop 
withdrawals from Europe are 
planned. 

The cut in the military aid 
bill saw almost all the Demo- 
cratic liberals join ^onsor 
Frank Church (D-Idaho), who 
listed the India-Pakistan war 
and arms aid to Latin Ameri- 
ca as two of his main sources 
of dissatisfaction with the pro- 
gram. 

An earlier attempt hy Sen. 
George McGovern (D-S. Dak.) 
to cut $250 million from the 
request was defeated by a 71 - 
23 vote. 

Sen. Eobert F. Kennedy (D- 
N.Y.) and Sen. Edward M 
Kennedy (D-Mass.), Sen.' 
Stuart Symington (D-Mo.), Sen 
Joseph Ty dings (D-Md.) and 
Fulhright were among the 
Senators voting for both the

During a heated Senate de- 
bate on the McGovern amend- 
ment, Sen. John O. Pastore 
(D-R.I.) said that the Senate 
was making itself look “ridicu- 
lous” by cutting the aid pro- 
grams and asked “Why don’t 
we cut it all out and be honest 
with ourselves.” 

The six D'emocrats who 
joined Pulbright in voting 



against the overall aid bill 
were; Quentin N. Burdick 
(N.D.), AUen J. EUender (La.). 
Ernest Gruening (Alaska); 
Vance Hartke (Ind.), Wayne 
Morse (Ore.) and McGovern. 

Th 792-million military aid 
bill and the $2.06-bilUon eOo- 
nomic aid bill which was 
passed by the Senate Tuesday, 
must now be taken to a con- 
ference with the House. 



The House combined the 
Administration aid requests 
into one bill, and approved 
a $4.1 - billion authorization, 
considerably more than the 
combined $2.852-billion author- 
ization approved by the Sen- 
ate. 

Senate Censure Draws 
Curt Reply From Bonn

West German government re- 
acted stiffly today to U. S. 
Senate censure over a busi- 
ness deal with Communist 
China. 

“What could be said has 
best been said by Sen. Pul- 
bright,” a government spokes- 
man said after newsmen asked 
for comment on the Senate’s 
assertion that the proposed 
sale of a steel rolling mill to 



Peking would endanger Allied 
troops in Viet-Nam. 

The criticism came in an 
amendment written into the 
foreign aid bill on Tuesday 
over the protest of Sen. J. W. 
Pulbright (D-Ark.), who called 
it a “gratuitous insult” to “our 
most loyal ally.”
